In addition, Defense Depart- 
ment officials said other mili- 
tary men may have been sepa- 
rated from the services for se- 
curity reasons but with honor- 
able discharges. 

All but eight of the 74 “other 
than honorable” discharges were 
given by the Army. This is 
probably due to the fact that the 
Army must accept draftees while 
the other services can check on 
the security of recruits before 
they are signed up. 

59 Are ‘Undesirable.’ 

Figures made available by the 
Defense Department today show 
that from March 21 through 
July 30, the Army gave 59 “un- 
desirable” discharges to military 
personnel because of suspected 
Communist activities or associa- 
tions. In addition, the Army 
discharged seven persons for 
the same reasons under condi- 
tions “other than honorable.” 

Since Jan. 1 the Navy said 
seven of its personnel have been 
given “undesirable” discharges 
as security risks. The Air Force 
listed only one “undesirable” 
discharge since January under 
the security program. 

This total of 74 “other than 
honorable” discharges under 
the Defense Department secur- 
ity program is in line with De- 
fense Secretary Charles E. Wil- 
'son’s comment in Denver Mon- 
day that only a small percentage 
of defense personnel have been 
removed as security risks, 

Under New Program. 

Most of the 74 security dis- 
charges were given under a new 
program established by Wilson 
in April to tighten up proce- 
dures for getting security risks 
out of the military services. 

The type of discharge given 
security risks depends upon the 
gravity of the derogatory in- 
formation against a man. As- 
sistant Defense Department Gen- 
eral Counsel Stephen S. Jack- 
son explained in an interview

SEOUL, Oct. 7 (AP) — A 
United States Marine colonel 
captured in North Korea eight 
months ago said today the Com- 
munists apparently thought he 
was defecting when his plane 
made an emergéncy landing in 
North Korea. 

Later, Lt. Col. Herbert Peters 
of Seattle told a- press confer- 
ence, the Reds suggested the 
United States had ordered him 
to fly to Kaesong for “a big 
diplomatic purpose.” 

Peters and Army Pfc. Charles 
Julius of Orlando, Fla., were 
returned to the United Nations 
Command at Panmunjom 
Wednesday. 

Peters said he made an emer- 
gency landing at Kaesong when 
he lost his bearings and ran out 
of gasoline. 

Chinese and North Korean 
soldiers who came out to his 
light observation plane offered 
to shake hands, Peters said, and 
appeared to think he was defect- 
ing from the United States. 

He said he tried to fly out of 
the air strip but the Red soldiers 
held the wings of his plane. 

Peters said he was on a rou- 
tine flight from Korea’s east 
coast to the west and carrying 
air charts and maps.- The Reds 
let him bring these back, prob- 
ably after photographing all the 
documents. They also sent back 
the plane, dismantled, on trucks.

“It is the duty of the four 
powers—the United States, Bri- 
tain, France and the Soviet 
Union—to do everything to 
speed” the solution of the Ger- 
man question, Molotov con- 
tinued. 

He accused the Adenauer Gov- 
ernment of trying to push the 
German people back “on the 
way to re-establishing German 
militarism and on the way which 
leads to a new war.” 

“Such a policy,” he asserted, 
“is based primarily on support 
from outside and the inclusion 
of West Germany in different 
military blocs led by aggressive 
circles in the United States.”

Molotov said the plans to re- 
arm West Germany came from 
the machinations of the aggres- 
sive forces in the United States 
and Europe,” and are opposed 
“by the Ge people in both 
East and W Germany.”

AMERICAN TROOPS 
BEGIN PULLING 
OUT OF TRIESTE 


9-Year Occupation Ends 
—Yugoslavia Formal. 
ly Accepts Pact With 
Italy. 


TRIESTE, Oct. 7(UP)—United 
States troops began pulling out 
of Trieste today, ending a nine- 
year occupation of the strategic 
Adriatic port ‘area. 

The first of the 4000-man 
American garrison left Trieste 
in a motor convoy shortly after 
7 a.m, today for redeployment. 


The Americans, and the 3000 
British troops, were freed from 
occupation of the Trieste area 
by the agreement initialed in 
London Tuesday by”Italy and 
Yugoslavia ending their long 
dispute over the area. 

Yugoslavia’s federal executive 
council also acted today to give 
finality to the partition gree- 
ment. It formally accepted the 
division of the free territory be- 
finality to the partition agree- 
tween Yugoslavia and Italy 
which ended the 9-year-old dis- 
pute between the two countries 
over control of the area. 

Going to Central Italy. 

An Army spokesman said the 
Americans who left today would 
prepare billets at Leghorn, in 
central Italy for other members 
of the United States force leav- 
ing here. 

The quick shift of troops fol- 
lowing the agreement to parti- 
tion the Trieste free territory 
reflected .the Allied military 
government’s confidence that. 
Italy will take over Zone A of 
the territory without trouble.

Italian Gen. Edmondo de Renzi 
arrived yesterday to arrange the 
takeover of Italian troops from 
the allied garrison. 

Yugoslavia Holds Zone B. 

The Italian troops were ex- 
pected to enter the zone previ- 
ously held by the British-Amer- 
ican forces before the end of 
October. Marshal Josip (Tito) 
Broz’s Yugoslav forces hold the 
other area of the territory— 
Zone B, 

A dispatch to London from 
the Yugoslav news agency Tan- 
jug quoted Tito as saying that 
Yugoslavia is “dissatisfied” with 
the settlement but is willing to 
‘‘make the great sacrifice in the 
interests of , . . strengthening 
peace.” 

The Tanjug dispatch quoted 
Tito as saying in a speech at 
Sarajevo that the Trieste agree- 
ment is a step toward “remov- 
ing the hotbed (of potential 
trouble) which exists in this part 
of Europe.”

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Oct. 
7 (UP)}—The United Nations to- 
day elected six judges for the 
International Court of Justice 
in the most complicated pro- 
cedure used in the complex 


world organization. 
Mokammed 


Zafrula Khan, 
foreign minister of Pakistan, was 
elected to fulfill the term of the 
late Sir Benegal Rau of India, 


which runs until 1961. 


Named for nine-year terms’ on 
the 15-man court were Jules 
Basdevant of France, Hersch 
Lauterpacht of Britain, Roberto 

~ Cordova of Mexico, Jose G. 
Guerrero of El Salvador and 
Lucio M. Moreno Quintana of 


Argentina. 
Under the rules, the 


Council and the General As- 
sembly held simultaneous, but 
separate meetings with each or- 
gan balloting until agreement 
between them is achieved. Za- 
frulla was named on the first 


ballot by the council and on 

the second by the Assembly. 
The Assembly gave majorities 

to the five other successful can- 


didates on the first ballot, but |: 


the Council needed five votes 
before they agreed on the same 
jurists. | - 

Red China Issue Raised. 

Yesterday the Assembly’s 
Credentials Committee beat 
down another attempt by Rus- 
sia to bring Communist China 
into the U.N. It upheld by a 
7-2 vote the ruling of its chair- 
man, Antonio Alvarez Vidaurre 
of El Salvador, that a Soviet 
proposal to invalidate National- 
ist China's credentials was out 
of order. 

The Assembly last night de- 
cided over Soviet opposition to 
postpone discussing a Soviet 
complaint against Nationalist 
China’s seizures of ships bound 
for the Communist mainland. 

The postponement, recom- 
mended by the 15-member 
Steering Committee; was voted 
40 to 6 to allow France to use 
its good offices toward settling 
a Soviet-Chinese dispute over 
the Russian freighter Tuapse, 
held at Formosa. There were 
seven abstentions. India joined 
tbe Soviet Union, the Ukraine, 
White Russia, Czechoslovakia 
and Poland in the negative, 

In another action, the As- 
sembly elected to the Security 
Council for two-year terms, 
Belgium te succeed Denmark, 
Iran to replace Lebanon, and 
Peru for the seat held by Colom- 
bia. Non-permanent members of 
the 1l-nation body are selected 
on a regional basis, usually 
without contest.

In that case, the owners 
claimed that a $4,500,000 “wind- 
fall” on the Glen Oaks project 
on Long Island, N.Y., should be

Not Very Pretty 


What, we wonder, would the Man from Mars 
think of politics in the United States if he 
had to judge it by the ugly, partisan legal con- 
troversy over a successor to the late Democratic 
Senator Pat McCarran in Nevada? ’ 

The issue is whether the immediate successor, 
Ernest S. Brown, a Republican, appointed by 
Republican Gov, Charles Russell, serves through 
1955 and 1956 as an appointee. Or whether he 
must stand and win election, Nov. 2, if he is 
to be a Senator during the remaining two years 
of the McCarran term. 

The Republican Governor and the G.O.P. state 
organization are doing everything they can to 
block an election. The Democratic Attorney 
General, William T. Mathews, says a special elec- 
tion is required, Nov. 2, to coincide with the 
national congressional election. As of now the 
Republicans have a court ruling, amounting to 
an injunction, against the holding of a special 
election. But just to be on the safe side, they 
have nominated Mr. Brown as their candidate, 
to oppose Alan Bible, nominated by the Dem- 
ocrats. 

Not to be outdone, the Democrats have ap- 
pealed the G.O.P. injunction to the State Su- 
preme Court. The pertinent section of the 
Nevada law is this: 


In case of a vacancy in the office of 
United States Senator caused by death, 
resignation or otherwise, the Governor of 
Nevada may appoint some qualified person 
to fill said vacancy, who shall Hold office 
until the next general election, and until 
his successor shall be elected and qualified. 


The Republican answer to this is that the 
McCarran seat was not at stake in the 1954 
Nevada primary and so the party committees 
cannot legally nominate between the primary 
and the November election. 

This G.O.P. argument amounts to a reversal 
of an earlier Republican position. In 1940 Sen- 
ator Key Pittman, a Nevada Democrat, died five 
days after being re-elected. Then the Nevada 
Republicans were not content to wait until the 
next congressional election in 1942. They de- 
manded that there be an early special election 
to choose an elected successor for the next 
Congress. On three other occasions appointed 
Nevada Senators held their seats by appoint- 
ment only until the next election. 

Disinterested political observers in Nevada 
report that the Republicans are not improving 
their chances with the voters by their unwill- 
ingness to put the McCarran seat up for decision 
at the polls. These correspondents say that, on 
the contrary, there is a growing feeling that 
this arbitrary attitude has hurt the party 
throughout its state and congressional ticket. 

At this distance it looks very much like a 
confession of fear. Surely neither party in any 
state wants to put itself in the position of trying 
to keep the voters from filling a senatorship 
by free and open election if there is time and 
the legal means to do so. 

Has Republican Chairman Hall! explained this 
regrettable controversy to President Eisenhower, 
and advised him on the pros and cons? The 
No. 1 man of the party is entitled to know the 
full facts and how the present course may 
boomerang in the increasingly tight congres- 
sional campaign. 
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Where Home Rule Is Absent 

State Representative A. Clifford Jones of 
Clayton deserves bipartisan support for his 
plan to give St. Louis home rule over its so- 
called “county” offices. Such a reform could be 
almost as important to the control of spending 
as the earnings tax amendment is to revenue. 

Under the law as it now stands, the “county” 
offices are ereatures of the Missouri Legisla- 
ture. Jefferson City controls their terms, func- 
tions and salaries. Employment is governed by 
the spoils system, not by merit. St. Louis mere- 
ly foots the bill, a situation hardly conducive 
either to efficicncy or economy. 

Mr. Jones would give the city complete fiscal 
control over these offices, as well as vest in 
the Board of Aldermen power to consolidate 
them with other city offices. Presumably the 
aldermen also could put the workers under the 
municipal merit system, 

The “county” offices include, among others, 
the posts of collector of revenue, license col- 
lector, coroner, prosecuting attorney, public ad- 
ministrator, recorder of deeds, sheriff and city 
treasurer. They also include the clerks in each 
of the state courts functioning in the city. 

Currently they are occupied to a man by 
hard-working and deserving Democrats who are 
not likely to give up their independent, virtually 
budget-proof empires without a struggle. But 
that may not be so fierce as it might appear. 
The issue is clear as daylight. St. Louisans 
should be and must be permitted to exercise 
complete control over every public office they 
are compelled to support. 

Once the people understand the special in- 
terests involved here it would not be surpris- 
ing if Mr. Jones found himself leading an army 
of outraged taxpayers of both parties. If the 
earnings tax election is any indication, home 
rule is here to stay. ; 
eo o—____—__——_—_——~" 


A Look at It at Last? 


The tentative scheduling of hearings on the 
proposed Dixon-Yates contract to start next 
Wednesday is fine, provided all affected parties 
can then be prepared to testify. Hearings should 
be held as promptly as possible. But while 
proponents of the contract will be prepared— 
they have known its terms two months or longer 
-—what of the opponents? 

The American Public Power Assqgiation and 
the Tennessee Valley Public Power Association 
have attempted repeatedly in recent weeks to 
obtain a copy of the proposed contract, but to 
no avail. Yet their members have a direct and 
legitimate interest in this proposal which Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has directed the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission to sign. 

The contract would provide for a private syn- 
dicate to sell-high-cost power to the Tennessee 
Valley Authority, a move which the Chattanooga 
Electric Power Board says might increase the 
rates of TVA distributors by 5 per cent. 

The American Public Power Association rep- 
resents more than 700 locai, publicly-owned 
electric distribution systems in 38 states. It 
Says member municipal systems have a definite 
stake in the proposed contract. 

It calls the protracted secrecy with regard to 
the contract’s terms “unconscionable, inexcus- 
able and indefensible.” The Tennessee Valley 
Public Power Association represents 148 pub- 
lic power systems with a combined investment 
of $400,000,000 “which can be directly affected 
by this contract.” 

These public power systems have every right 
to be heard fully and at length and after they 
have had opportunity to prepare their case. 
The country has already seen, in the Federal 
Power Commission examiner's hearings on Hell's 
Canyon, to what a disadvantage one side can be 
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put when forced to join the argument with in- 
adequate time for preparation. Proponents of'a 
private project on the Snake river in the Pacific 
Northwest had years to perfect their case, while 
advocates of a public project there were obliged 
to prepare their case while testifying. 

Such a procedure is obviously one-sided and 
unfair, and should not be allowed in the Dixon- 
Yates hearings. The chairman of the joint com- 
mittee, Representative W. Sterling Cole of New 
York, demonstrated, when Congress was con- 
sidering this legislation, that he was among 
the most impatient and high-handed partisans 
of the proposed contract. Mr. Cole should not 
allow partisanship to prevent a complete and 
impartial hearing of the facts. 
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Behind the Mob Spirit 

Almost always, outbreaks of mob spirit prove 
to have been incited by organized leadership 
relying in part at least upon false rumors. It 
is interesting to learn that both of these fac- 
tors appear to have been present in the Balti- 
more demonstrations against racial integration 
in the public schools, 

Here was no instance of public opinion welling 
up spontaneously against the Supreme Court’s 
opinion outlawing segregation, and against the 
Baltimore school system’s decision to respect 
the law. The evidence suggests instead that the 
people of Baltimore, if left to themselves, would 
solve their school problem peaceably and justly. 

According to a New York Times correspond- 
ent, last week’s picketing in Baltimore showed 
definite traces of being organized by outsiders. 
All of the signs carried by pickets, for ex- 
ample, were done in the same glossy red paint 
on the same white paper. Furthermore, there 
had been no indication of any public protest 
since segregation ended gept. 7 until parents 
of pupils at Southern High School last week 
began getting anonymous phone calls. The call- 
ers spread false rumors that there had been a 
fight at the school in which a student was 
stabbed. 

The demonstrations in Baltimore, as in Wash- 
ington, appear to be petering out. They can be 
expected, however, to occur in other cities, In- 
citers of mob spirit can always enjoy some 
temporary successes by using the nefarious tools 
of their trade. With coolness, good sense, truth 
and a sense of justice the responsible leaders 
of each community can put the inciters to rout. 
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A First-Rate Parade 

As always there will be varying opinions 
about the Veiled Prophet's parade. Qur opin- 
ion ds that it was one of the best in many years. 
The idea of presenting floats representing favor- 
ite productions at the Municipal Opera was a 
very happy one. That theme associated a rela- 
tively new St. Louis institution, for which the 
city is already widely and most favorably known, 
with the Veiled Prophet pageantry, now three- 
quarters of a century old. 

The innovations were decided improvements. 
The self-contained lighting units made it possi- 
ble to route the parade down Lindell boulevard 
where its brilliance could be seen for many 
blocks either way. The amplified music turned 
the pantomime presentations of Show Boat, 
Annie Gtt Your Gun and the Great Waltz, Rose 
Marie, the Chocolate Soldier, Oklahoma and 
the others into spirited bits of the operettas 
which set spectators humming and whistling. 

Perhaps it was less appealing than some to 
children—although the small fry had Babes in 
Toyland and the Wizard of Oz for their own. 
But there is no harm in a parade that makes 
older folks gayer for an evening. 
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Satisfactions for Senator Hennings 

Senator Hennings can look back on last 
week with particular satisfaction since it brought 
him vindication twice on unpleasant, thankless 
jobs which no one else wanted to do. 

Vindication came first to Missouri’s senior 
Senator on his minority report concerning the 
contest of Gen. Patrick J. Hurley against Sena- 
tor Chavez. Senator Hennings was a member of 
the subcommittee which went into the Hurley 
charges of fraud in the 1952 election in New 
Mexico and under whose auspices more than 
$120,000 were frittered away. He dissented 
sharply from the partisan report of his majority 
party colleagues, Senators Barrett of Wyoming 
and Potter of Michigan. More than that he put 
his opposition in print. Full vindication came 
when a federal grand jury denounced the whole 
contest as improper and unworthy. 

The Missouri Senator was again vindicated by 
the Watkins committee report recommending 
censure for Senator McCarthy. Here Senator 
Hennings was vindicated because he was chair- 
man of the 1952 subcommittee which reported to 
the Senate documentary facts about the Wiscon- 
sin demagogue’s financial operations. 

This was the committee that Senator McCar- 
thy refused to “dignify” by appearing before it 
as a witness, the committee that the defendant 
said was wasting the taxpayer’s money. The Wat- 
kins committee —three Republicans and tkree 
Democrats—found Senator McCarthy deserving 
of censure for ignoring a committee of his fel- 
low Senators. 

These two vindications must be very gratify- 
ing to Senator Hennings. They suggest to other 
Senators that however hopeless or useless it 
may seem at the time, the thing to do is what 
is right. Time has its way of correcting the rec- 
ord no matter how bad it may be. 
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Nearly a Quarter Million 

Laclede Gas Co, wants the Missouri Public 
Service Commission to permit it to pocket some 
$229,000 in rate refunds that belong to customers 
the company has been unable to find.

It is strange that the City of St. Louis has not 
seen fit to oppose the Laclede proposal. Evident- 
ly the city takes at face value Laclede’s promise 


that it will use the money “for the general bene-_ . 


fit of all customers.” But the money is not La- 
clede’s to use; the firm is merely a trustee. 
The State of Missouri has taken a stronger 
position—that the unreturned refunds do not 
belong to Laclede—but it has taken no formal 
stand in opposition. That leaves the matter up 
to the Public Service Commission. If it should 
require the fund to be ‘held in trust for five 
years, the state then might institute a claim 
, under the escheat law. That would be easier to 
justify than leaving the windfall to Laclede,

Civil defense must plan for warning in minutes, might have 
days or weeks, science magazine says; evacuation essential, but 
problem is what will happen to people caught in open in sub- 
urbs; Government called upon to disclose what shelters could do. 


From the Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists 


Civil defense must plan for the worst. 
Thus it is right to plan for very little 
alert time. However, if the pattern of 
Soviet aggression runs true to form, we 
may have warning times measured in 
weeks or days. 

The United States may, itself, be the 
one to cross the Rubicon. Certainly, no 


. President eying an atomic Rubicon 


would issue an ultimatum to the Krem- 
lin without at the same time readying 
our civil defenses ‘at home. 


There is the more generalized alert 
which could accompany mounting inter- 
national tension. In the weeks and days 
of rising temperatures non-essential ci- 
vilians might be moved out from the 
central city to safe satellite sites, thus 
easing the most drastic evacuation of 
populations under the immediate threat 
of attack. 


Even though an exodus from the cen- 
ter of population density might cause 
many people to be caught with mini- 
mum, improvised protection on their 
way to the suburbs, it is estimated that 
the. casualty total would still be con- 
siderably less than if the normal con- 
centration had not been partly dis- 
persed. 

One may circumscribe a stricken city 
with three circles. Inside the first sev- 
en or eight miles in diameter is the 
black area of near-total damage and 
little survival. The second circle, en- 
closing a band about 10 miles in thick- 
ness, ranging out to a radius of rough- 
ly 14 miles, is the gray area of ques- 
tionable survival. Outside this is the 


third or white area of survival even 
without shelter. 

The dilemma is that masses of people 
will be caught on the roads in the gray 
area, the four-to-14-mile zone. Can they 
survive there in the open? This is the 
key question. Yet its answer has been 
kept from the public because of atomic 
secrecy. 

We urge that the official facts be 
broken out to provide a sound basis for 
an effective civil defense. This cannot 
be planned in a vacuum. 

Upon the answer to the question of 
how far from ground zero can a person 
survive if caught in the open, rests the 
fate of millions of city dwellers fleeing 
a city. What a cruel irony to keep them 
in the dark when their lives are at 
stake! 

If the data derived from experimental 
tests in the Pacific show that simple 
one-foot concrete surface shelters (built 
for $40 per occupancy) are effective in 
the gray zone then these data must 
be published. 

And unless the Federal Civil Defense 
Administration is certain that it can 
evacuate urban populations beyond the 
gray area, it would seem that it must 
seriously consider the construction of 
surface shelters even though this in- 
volves a cost of from one to two billion. 
This is only a fraction of what is spent 
each year on air defense. 

Having taken the bold step to evac- 
uate the hopeless central city, FCDA 
must look at the gray zone of the sub- 
urbs and deal with the problem on a 
quantitative basis. 


Unfair to Our P.O.W.s

Few people, be they service men, 
former soldiers or mere civilians, can 
fail to feel a deep disquiet at the series 
of courts-martial in which the Army has 
tried returned prisoners of war on 
charges of collaborating with their cap- 
tors. 


There is to many people an essential 
{injustice in bringing these men, who 
suffered bitterly, who in many cases 
returned with ruined health, to trial in 
a country which remained at peace 
while they were at war. Thé injustice 
is compounded, moreover, by the fact 
that no general instructions cover or 
could cover the behavior of men who 
are made captives by bar ns, 

This, it seems to us, is where the 
Army of the United States has set foot 
on a difficult and dangerous road. By 
holding men accountable upon their re- 
turn for actions taken under agonizing 
pressures, what in effect is the Army 
saying to men who may be captured in 


the future? Is it not forcing them to 
consider two impossible choices; one 
of a standard of conduct impossibly 
noble under the terrible circumstances 
of capture, or the other of death in 
battle rather than the risk of failing to 
measure up to such a standard? 


Such a choice as this is not only 
hard on morale, and therefore likely to 
work against the Army itself, but it is 
for most of us an immoral one to put 
up to men facing death or disaster. We 
are expecting men who run these risks 
as a way of life to rise to standards of 
selflessness that not one civilian in a 
million will ever be called upon to meet. 

We think that the decision further 
to humiliate and punish men who broke 
under the strain of capture is a dread- 
ful one, understandable perhaps in the 
barbaric foe, but nearly intolerable 
when it is deliberately taken by high- 
minded men in a Christian civilization 
and in the name of patriotic duty.

A “Most Unusual’ Story 


THE MIDNIGHT PATIENT, by Egon Hostovsky. 
(Appleton-Century-Crofts, Inc., pas., $3.) 
Although Egon Hostaqysky, a Czecho- 

slovakian writer, is reported to be the 
author of 13 novels and books of short 
stories, and twice the recipient of his 
country’s highest literary award, his 
work is almost unknown in the United 
States, where he has been living for the 
last five year, an exile from the Com- 
munist regime. It is obvious that Mr. 
Hostovsky’s American publishers intend 
to put an end to this anonymity by the 
use of the increasingly common and 
often annoying device of plastering the 
jacket of a novel with laudatory com- 
ments of well-known critics obtained 
long before publication. 


The story describes as “most unusual” 
tales of the quite unbelievable adven- 
tures of a  dis- 
traught and ill 
Czech psychiatrist 
living in New York, 
who has abandoned 
his practice and 
whose only activity 
consists in his daily 
visits to his former 
mistress. Dr. Ar- 
nost Malik is ap- 
proached by a man 
who calls himself 
Colonel Howard, 
head of the Psycho- 
logical Warfare In- 
stitute of the FBI. 
It appears that Dr. 
Malik had years before sent to the 
Bureau a diabolical document propos- 
ing an elaborate scheme for using radio 
broadcasting to bring about a sort of 
mass insanity behind the Iron Curtain. 
Colonel Howard offered the doctor 
$20,000 and stated that his first client 
would be a confused superespionage 
agent, known as “Alfons,” who would 
visit him only at night. The legion of 
Communist spies in New York would 
observe that the Czech doctor had 
opened his office and would naturally 
send him their own agents, all of whom 
would counterfeit mental  {fllnesses.

And the flavorful 
vegetables and tempting aroma appeal to the-senses of sight and smell as well as to that of 
taste. Now that grass-fed cattle is coming to market in great numbers, and the vegetables 
which are needed for stew are in such good supply, a hearty stew is one of the most eco- 
nomical main dishes you can plan in your menus.

Won: the autumn leaves flaunt their gayest colors, when the 


ball or hunting—then it’s beef stew time. It is the season 


of the year when the air is crisp and appetites are keen; when the 
wonderfully rich aroma of a stew simmering on the range makes 
you glad that summer has ended and it is time for hearty fare. 


The French may have their 
ragouts, the Hungarians their 
goulashes, the English their pot- 
pies, the East Indians their cur- 
ries, the Chinese their chop 
sueys and the good folk of Erin 
their Irish stews—but we have 
that classic all-American favor- 
ite, beef stew with. vegetables. 


Happily, this always econom- 
ical dish is especially easy on 
the budget right now when 
grass-fed beef, brought to mar- 
ket, directly from the grassy 
plaMs, gives. you much flavor 
for a small investment. And the 
very vegetables that bring a beef 
stew to its peak of perfection— 
onions, carrots, potatoes, turnips 
—are also abundant so that you 
can use them with a lavish hand 
and a free conscience. 

The secret of a trimphant stew 
is long, slow cooking—with quite 
as much emphasis upon the 
“slow” as upon the “long.” A 
barely perceptible simmer does 
right by stew; a furious boil 
leads to disaster. The meat 
should be well along toward 
succulence before you add the 
vegetables; they should be 
cooked just to tenderness and 
not beyond. Add each of the 
different yegetables just long 
enough before the end of cook- 
ing so they will be done, 

For the perfect stew, choose 
cubes of meat approximately one 
and one-half. to two inches 
square. Dredge with flour by 
placing flour seasoned with salt 
and pepper in a paper bag, add- 
ing meat cubes and shaking. 
This dredging gives the golden- 
brown color to the meat. Have 
the fat heated before adding the 
meat cubes, and turn as they 
are browned on all sides. 

A deep, heavy utensil is a 
“must” in that the next step is 
completely covering the meat 
with water. Cover closely, and 
let cook gently until tender. It 
makes no difference whether hot 
or cold water is used (a question 
which is often raised) except 
that the meat, of course, will 
start cooking more quickly if 
the water is hot. 

A stew offers a fine oppor: 
tunity for you to cook to suit 
your own taste or mood, without 
following a recipe slavishly. You 
aren’t limited to the regular stew 
vegetables — parsnips, celery, 
cabbage, brussels sprouts, green 
peppers, tomatoes, lima and 
Navy beans are all well quali- 
fied candidates for the stew pot. 
Add a handful of fresh mush- 
rooms if you like; perhaps a bit 
of red wine. 

Here is a sound basic recipe: 

Beef Stew. 


~~ and one-half pounds bone- 
less beef for stew. 

One-fourth cup flour. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

Three tablespoons lard drip- 
pings or shortening.

One pound or one No. 303 can 
green beans. 

Dredge meat with seasoned 
flour and brown slowly in lard 
or drippings. Add only enough 
water to cover. Cover closely 
and cook slowly for one and 
one-half hours. 

Add potatoes, turnips, onions 
and ‘carrots and continue cook- 
ing 25 minutes, Add green beans 
and cook until meat is tender 
and vegetables are done. Pour 
off cooking liquid and thicken 
for gravy. Arrange meat and 
vegetables on a hot platter and 
serve with gravy. Yield: four to 
six servings.

Report Lacks Confirma- 
tion but No Bombing 


Has Taken Place for 
Several Days. 


TAIPEH, Formosa, Oct. 7 (AP) 
—Rumors that Nationalist China 
has suspended bombing attacks 
on the Communist mainland at 
the request of the United States 
circulated here today. 


There was no confirmation 
from either United States or 
Nationalist sources, b there 
have been no announced bomb- 
ings of mainland bases for sev- 
eral days. 

The United States Embassy 
and military mission here pro- 
fessed to know nothing of such 
a request and Chinese officials 
refused comment. 

After Red batteries shelled 
the Nationalist island of Quemoy 
for five hours Sept. 3, National- 
ist planes and warships bombed 
and shelled Communist Amoy 
and other Red bases in the area 
daily for about a month. 

The past few days, however, 
patrolling Nationalist planes and 
ships have not attacked small 
concentrations of Communfsst 
junks along the mainland coast 
or targets on the mainland. 

Newspapers here called the 
China mainland “a new Yalu 
sanctuary,” a reference to United 
Nations command orders barring 
Allied  pilo from attacking 
Communist bases in Manchuria, 
across the Yalu river from North 
Korea, during the Korean war. 

Some sources voiced fear that 
suspension of attacks would 
allow the Communists to mouft 
invasions of Quemoy or the 
Tachen islands, 350 miles to the 
north. 

Gen. Chou Chih-jou, secretary 
general of the national noe

War Documentary 


has been cut to one documentary film 96 minutes 

long and is on view at the PAGEANT THEATER, 
Pictorially, it is imposing—thrilling, harrowing, fascinating, 
breathtaking and perceptive—as it shows 
men in the grim business of mass killing 
each other. That is no wonder, as the 
producers had 60,000,000 feet of combat 
and documentary film from 10 govern- 
ments to choose from. The editing of this 
vast mass of material is logical and in- 
clusive of most facets of the vast struggle 
of World War II up to a certain point. 

There are particularly memorable and jolting shots of 
Pearl Harbor (mostly from the Japanese cameras), the Nor- 
mandy invasion, the kamikaze attacks off Okinawa, crash 
landings on carriers. We see the anxious faces of soldiers 
before landings, the numbed, haggard faces of exhausted 
fighters, the agony of the wounded. We see briefings and 
strategical conferences, the hubbub aboard a German sub- 
marine being sunk by Allied attack. Many of the shots, par- 
ticularly of air strafings and bombings, are of the type 
that are now familiar from numerous documentaries, and 
inclusion in fictional films, but they carry the same impact 
as always of terrific violence. Accompanied by an ex- 
pressive musical score by Richard Rodgers and a narrative 
soothingly voiced by Alexander Scourby, they vary the 
scope of the view from the minutely human to the mighty 
and overwhelming. 

However, I think a much better job from an intelligent 
and intelligible point of view might have been done. In 
the first place, the documentary necessarily includes many 
shots of land and air fighting. It surprises me that the pro- 
ducer and co-writer, Henry Salomon, a naval historian, was 
not permitted to explain the importance of sea victory, 
why victory on land and in the air would not have been 
possible without it. There is no discussion of over-all 
strategy, even in the simplest terms. The all-important 
battles of the Coral Sea, Midway, Leyte and the Philippine 
Sea are merely briefly mentioned, not even shown. Some 
succinct statistics, simply stated, would have illuminated the 
narrative. 

In other words, this shows what happened, but hardly 
how or why. To my mind, the big credit for the film belongs 
solely where it originated—with the intrepid combat cam- 
eramen and air fighters who took the shots, rather than 
to the editors.

From Public to Private Eye 


In “NAKED ALIBI,” at the FOX, we are asked to be- 
lieve that Sterling Hayden, as a chief of detectives, is fired 
because he vigorously shakes a man suspected of murdering 
three detectives. That he then goes off on his own and 
trails the suspect, a bake-shop proprietor 
and family man, to a Mexican border town 
where the man has been leading the other 
half of a double life, that he permits him- 
self to be lured to an alley, stabbed by 
thieves and rolled for his pistol and wallet, 
that he allows a sleazy clip-joint song- 
stress to drug him with doped coffee, and 
that he puts himself in the position of being charged with 
kidnaping the suspect with the police in hot pursuit. 

Even if you didn’t expect the film to make sense, there 
is nothing in it to lift ‘it out of its private-eye type of for- 
mula, unless possibly the fact it has dimmer lighting than 
usual and this is apparently expected to impart mood, 
Sterling Hayden, who chain-chewed toothpicks the 
last time he did a tough detective, swallows aspirins inces- 
santly as his character gimmick in playing the detective 
chief this time. I once knew a chief of detectives who ate 
dozens of aspirins a day, but he was a good deal livelier 
and tougher character than Sterling, whose idea of realism 
is to be gruff and wooden. Gloria Grahame is certainly 
drab enough as the border town demi-mondaine, but the 
script doesn’t permit her to lift herself out of the drabness 
for any flicker of spirit, so the interest in her remains at 
low ebb. Gene Barry is the hood.

OST men like sweet pota- 
M toes, but few ever get any. 

In fact, about the only way 
the poor male can hope to wrap 
his mouth around a succulent 
baked yam these days is to go 
out to the supermarket, buy 
some sweet potatoes and, in de- 
fiance of the Little Woman, cook 
them himself. 

Due, no doubt, to the fact that 
sweet potatoes are somewhat 
higher in calories than white 
potatoes (and heaven knows 
white potatoes are frightening 
enough) most women won't al- 
low them to cross the threshhold 
any more. Let alone eat them. 
In some homes you can’t even 
mention sweet potatoes. 

Things like this could cause a 
perfectly good vegetable to be- 
come as extinct as the dodo 
bird. In time the sweet potato 
would be found only in the dic- 
tionary and two-page color illu- 
strations in Life magazine de- 
picting ancient cultures and 
what they ate. Dieting is all 
right, but it can be carried too 
far and it behooves the men to 
rally around the sweet potato 
and save it from extinction.

"M a man who dotes on sweet 

potatoes any way they're 

served up, with the possible 
exception of raw. And when I 
was a kid I even liked them that 
way. But when I have my 
drugthers, I'd druther have 
them prepared as simply as pos- 
sible. Baked for instance, and 
then opened and loaded with 
butter which, as it melts, 
mingles with the meat of the 
sweet potato, sending up -an 
aroma which makes strong men 
feel faint and creating a com- 
bination of flavors that would 
draw a man like a powerful 
magnet. 

I even like them boiled (with 
the skins on, of course) and then 
salted and peppered lightly and 
covered with, say, some thick, 
creamy po’k chop gravy. Or just 
seasoned and laid on the plate 
alongside a thick slice of coun- 
try ham swimming in red-eye 


gravy. 

Well, if that’s made any of 
you rush out and buy a peck of 
sweet potatoes, they’re real easy 
to boil. Scrub all the dirt off

and put them in salted water to 
cover and put the lid on and 
leave them there for 20 to 30 
minutes, depending on how big 
they are. Then drain them, pull 
the skins off, cut off the stringy 
end and then you can do one of 
several things with them. 

You can split them or mash 
them with your fork, salt and 
pepper and butter them, and 
have at it. Or you can mash 
them and beat them with a little 
butter and cream. Wow! Or, 
here’s something I like to do, es- 
pecially with some cold poiled 
sweet potatoes. Slice them about 
half an inch thick, dip them in 
flour or sprinkle them with 
sugar and fry in butter, turning 
to brown both sides. 


Some people like sweet pota- 
toes even sweeter than they are. 

Some of the dishes which re- 
sult come closer to being a 
dessert than a vegetable, but 
they can be mightly good, A 
sweet potato rum souffle, for 
instance. Measure three cups 
of mashed sweet potatoes in a 
bowl. Add a half cup of hot 
milk mixed with five tablespoons 
of rum and four tablespoons of 
butter. Beat it until it’s smooth 
and then add a dash of cayenne 
and nutmeg, a half teaspoon of 
salt, a teaspoon of grated lemon 
rind and four beaten egg yolks. 
Then fold in four stiffly beaten 
egg whites and turn it all into 
a buttered souffle dish. Bake 
it in a hot oven for 25 minutes. 


The souffle should be —— 
and so will you, with pride. 

The recipes for candied sweet 
potatoes are endless. Most of 
them are aoe. However, one 
should avoid having a dish in 
which the liquid is too thin and 
watery. It should be thick and 
the slices of potato should be 
virtually glazed. 

Here's a good recipe: Cut the 
boiled and cooled sweet potatoes 


. in half-inch slices. Butter your 


baking dish and put a layer of 
potatoes on the bottom, Sprinkle 
them with brown sugar and a lit- 
tle salt. Dot with butter. Keep 
this up until you have filled the 
dish. This should take half a 
dozen medium sized potatoes, 
and you should have used about 
three-fourths of a cup of brown 
sugar, a teaspoon of salt and 
four tablespoons of butter. Be 
sure and have sugar and butter 
on top when you put them in the 
oven. Bake uncovered for half 
an hour, basting frequently with 
the syrup.

F you're wondering, at this 

point, what the difference is 

between a sweet potato and a 
yam, the answer is, virtually 
none. The bigger, lighter colored 
ones are usually called “jerseys,” 
and the darker, more flavorful 
ones are called yams, but they're 
all sweet potatoes. And they all 
make wonderful sweet potato 
balls, like this: 

Mix a cup and a half of 
mashed sweet potatoes with a 
half teaspoon of salt and coat a 
dozen marshmallows with it. 
Cool them and harden them in 
the freezing unit. 

Next, dip them in egg beaten 
with a little water and rol] them 
in crushed corn flakes. Fry them 
in deep fat until golden brown. 
Then sprinkle them with confec- 
tioner’s sugar and serve. 

Then there’s sweet potato 
pone like they make down South. 
You just mix three cups of 
grated raw sweet potatoes with 
a fourth cup of melted butter, 
a half cup of milk, a teaspoon 
of nutmeg, three-fourths of a 
cup of sugar and a beaten egg. 
Put the mixture in a well-but- 
tered casserole and bake it. 
When it’s done cut it in squares 
and serve it with meat, like 
roast pork. {

Notes on Appliance Cords. 


NE of the nicest things about 

living in this country is that 

when someone tells you that 
you should or should not do 
something, you can ask “why?” 
and expect a reasonable answer 
and then proceed to make up 
your own mind. So, rather than 
just say that you shouldn't use 
long extension cords on heating 
appliances such as toasters, irons, 
space heaters, etc., we'll first 
tell you why. 

When electricity flows through 
a wire it finds a certain amount 
of resistance which is about the 
same thing as friction. And like 
friction, resistance caa be warm 
or even hot. The longer the 
wire that the current must flow 
through, the more resistance it 
will offer and the smaller the 
size of the wire, the more re- 
sistance it will offer the elec- 
tricity, When this resistance be- 
comes too high, the insulation 
on the wire begins to burn and 
pretty soon any inflammable ob- 
ject that is in contact with the 
wire begins to burn too, unless, 
of course, a fuse blows before 
things get too hot. 

Now when you buy a heating 
type of electrical appliance, the 
cord that comes with it is the 
correct size wire and the correct 
length for that particular piece 
of equipment. When you go 


. tacking on odds and ends of ex- 


tension cords to get more length, 
you are not only reducing the 
efficiency of the appliance but 
you are also taking a chance 
that something might be set on 
fire or that someone might get 
a bad buifrn. 

If the cord on a particular ap- 
pliance is too short, take the 
unit to an electrician and have 
him install a longer and heavier 
cord or give him the number 
of watts required by the appli- 
ance so that he can supply you 
with the correct size cord which 
you can then install yourself, 


Ice Cream Storage 
To store ice cream for a short 
period of time in the ice-cube 
compartment of your refrigera- 
tor, transfer it to a dry refrigera- 
tor tray and covér the top with 
waxed paper. 


When a recipe calls for a 


‘medium cream sauce, remember 


that the proportions to be used 
are two tablespoons each of but- 
ter and flour to a cup of milk. 
The amount of salt and pepper 
needed will depend on what the 
sauce is being used with.

Improvement at 3

ANY of you found it pretty difficult to discipline your 

child at 18 months. We-had a letter just the other day 

from a mother who felt that her 18-months-old daugh- 
ter should “mind” when she was spoken to. Yet, unfortu- 
nately, this little girl did not respond positively to the use 
of reason, explaining, arguing, bribing, punishment or even 
spanking. We are not surprised. 

At 2, some children are temporarily a bit more docile. 
‘But at 244 they again (or, in some cases, still) are difficult 
to manage. 

Can we then offer you parents of pre-schoolers no en- 
couragement? How old does a child have to be before you 
can expect that he will—much of the time at least—mind 
when he is spoken to? How old, to do what you want him 
to? How old, to become an agreeable and socialized member 
of a social group? 


ee SR 

WE CAN, OF COURSE, give no guarantee. But experi- 
ence leads us to believe that you can at least hope for a 
marked improvement when a child gets to be 3. Many chil- 
dren when they reach this age-are more conforming, more 
docile, less rigid and demanding then they were earlier. 
They seem to be having less difficulty within themselves 
than they did earlier—and so they seem to have less diffi- 
culty with the outside world. 

As a rule they can respond more readily than when 
younger to a verbal command.’ In fact, their interest in, and 
their responsiveness to, words is one of the most attractive 
things about them. Attractive, because they seem to us so 
mature as they use their new vocabularies. Attractive, be- 
cause their responsiveness to new words makes them easier 
to deal with. 

Thus they respond readily when you use such adjectives 
as “new,” “different,” “big,” “strong.” “Let’s do it a differ- 
ent way,” can often stimulate a 3-year-old to continue with 
a tiresome task. “See if you are strong enough to put away 
all the big blocks” may stimulate him to clear up his play- 
room. . . .

SUCH NOUNS AS “SURPRISE” and “secret” can often 

work wonders. Even such a minimal “surprise” as carrots 


for lunch, cooked or served a new way may be accepted 


with enthusiasm. 

Key adverbs, which ean smooth things out considerably 
because they give you a chance to retreat gracefully, if 
necefsary, include: “Maybe,” “How about” and “too.” Thuk 
“You could help, too.” 

_ Similarly there are several useful verbs which can often 
get a 3-year-old started at some necessary or desirable task, 
but which do leave you a way out if necessary. Try “help,” 
“might,” “could.” For instance, “You could help Joey with 
his building.” 

_ Use of such words not only allows you to back down 
fram your command if you need to, but it gives Three a 
graceful way of refusing, in a situation where compliance 
is not absolutely necessary.

He Made a Career Out of Revolutions 


Firing Squad Wrote Final Chapter to William Walker's Bloody Battles South of the Border 


By William K. Wyant Jr. 


HAT with revolutions, coun- 
Weer-revolutions and other 

forms of upheaval still fair- 
ly common in Central America, 
the ghost of a Tennessee ad- 
venturer named William Walker 
remains abroad down there 
even though the intrepid gen- 
eral hag not been at the scene 
in the flesh for nearly 100 
years. 


Looking back on his fan- 


tastic career one wonders, in 
fact, whether Walker wasn’t one 
of the colorful characters who 
made revolutions habit-forming 
in the lands south of the border. 

Walker led to Nicaragua, in 
1855, a force of 58 bearded, 
mustachioed North Americans 
subsequently known as “The 
Immortals.” He had himself 
elected presidente, warred with 
neighboring republics and twist- 
ed the tail of the British lion. 

He even dared to cross the 
formidable New York capitalist, 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, who cut 
a swath across the isthmus long 
before United Fruit Co. came on 
the scene. Finally, in 1860, 
Walker died before a Honduran 
firing squad. Among other 
things, his- blazing progress 
gave new currency to the word 
filibuster, which comes from the 
Dutch and means freebooter. 

Quite a career for a man who 
never reached the age of 36. 

Walker was well-educated, al- 
most painfully shy, a stickler for 
discipline. He was of insigni- 
ficant size but very brave, and 
people remembered his eyes, 
which were a penetrating gray. 
Many of his fellow-Americans, 
some foreign powers, and not a 
few of the men both good and 
bad who followed his flag 
thought he wanted to extend the 
territory of the United States 
by force. 

In fact, that was not Walker’s 
aim at all. What he hoped to 
do was establish a separate na- 
tion, based on Negro slavery. 
He carried south ah attitude of 
moral and racial superiority. He 
was contemptuous of what he 
called “the new gospel of equal- 
ity and fraternity.” He saw no 
reason to believe democracy 
would work, ever, for the mixed 
people of Central America. 

Walker in his youth became 
part of the great westwerd 
movement during which the 
American union, fulfilling what 
orators called its manifest des- 
tiny, presséd to the coast and 
looked farther. 

He had a quiet boyhood. Born 
at Nashville in 1824, he was 
graduated from the University 
of Nashville when he was 14 
years old. At 19 he received a 
medical degree from the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. Then 
he studied medicine in Paris for 
a year, knocked around Europe 
for a while, and returned to 
Nashville to study law.

ALKER hung up his shingle 

as a lawyer in New Orleans, 

but clients were not forth- 
coming and he turned to jour- 
nalism. His sweetheart died of 
yellow fever, and some said 
later that this marked the turn- 
ing point of his life. In any 
event, the California gold rush 
caught him up and he arrived at 
San Francisco in 1850, plunging 
into politics and newspaper 
work with some success. 

The cold-burning “Star of the 
North,” as Walker came to be 
described by some Nicaraguans, 
showed its first fire in the 
abortive “filibustering” expedi- 
tion he led to Mexico in 1853. 
This was a spectacular failure 
but it made him famous. 

On pretext of saving a snake- 
infested waste from the ma- 
rauding Apaches, Walker and 
his men landed in lower Cali- 
fornia, imprisoned the gover- 
nor, hauled down the Mexican 
flag and proclaimed an inde- 
pendent Republic of lower Cali- 
fornia. 


Walker solemnly annexed the . 


Mexican state of Sonora and be- 
came president, issuing procla- 
mations right and left. There 
was laughter north of the bor- 
der, but none in Mexico City. 
Wounds, sickness and deseration: 
cut into Walker’s little force. 
Harried by Mexican troops, the 
ragged band made its way back 
across the California line. — 

Walker had only one boot left, 
but he still was standing on his 
dignity and showed himself a 
savage disciplinarian. Four of 
his Mexican expedition to Mex- 
ico had been charged with or- 
ganizing a party to desert. Two 
were shot and the others flogged 
and sent packing. 

Referring to this melancholy 
incident in his precise, third- 
person narrative; “War in Nica- 
ragua,” published at Mobile the 
year of his own death by fusil- 
lade, Walker commented: 

“A military execution is a 
goed test of military discipline; 
or no duty is so repulsive to 


the soldier as that of taking life 
from the comrade who has 
shared the perils and privations 
of his arduous service.” 

Later, in Nicaragua, Walker 
proved he was not one to let 
anything come between him and 
his duty when it came to order- 
ing somebody shot. The daugh- 
ters of Gen. Ponciano Gorral, 
a Nicaraguan convicted of trea- 
son, pleaded in vain for their 
father’s life. 


* * * 

ORRAL was dispatched in 
(Fine Latin-American style, 

kneeling, his back to the fir- 
ing squad. He was something 
of a hero, and people dipped 
handkerchiefs in his _ blood. 
Walker’s remarks, in the rich, 
beautiful prose of the period, 
were: 

“He who looks only at present 
grief, nor sees in the distance 
the thousand-fold sorrow a mis- 
placed mercy can create, is little 
suited for the duties of public 
office.” 

In San Francisco, between his 
Mexican and (first Central 
American expeditions, Walker 
faced trial for evasion of neu- 
trality laws. A sympathetic jury 
quickly acquitted him. Then his 
newspaper employer called 
Walker's attention to Nicaragua. 

The boss’s enthusiasm infect- 
ed Walker. Although he had no 
formal military training, he pos- 
sessed a Napoleonic ego and a 
mind capable of grandiose de- 
signs. Walker thought of him- 
self as a man of destiny and 
Nicaragua, at that time, certain- 
ly was not nailed down. 

That unhappy land had seen 
15 presidents in six years and 
was constantly in olution. 
The unrest was an g to 
North Americans crossing the 
isthmus via Nicaragua, at that 
time an easier route to or from 
California .than the overland 


trip. Vanderbilt and his Acces- 
sory Transit Co. held the fran- 
chise for transporting passen- 
gers via steamers on the San 
Juan river and Lake Nicaragua. 

Just before Walker came into 
the picture, Fruto Chamorro of 
Granada, a member of the Le- 
gitimist or aristocratic party, 
had been elected president of 
Nicaragua, and his defeated 
opponent, Francisco Castellon 
of the Democrats, was not doing 
well. 

Needing manpower, Castellon 
invited Walker’s newspaper boss 
to bring in 300 men for military 
service. Walker insisted that the 
men come in as “colonists” with 
right to bear arms. A contract 
was signed. The brig Vesta, a 
leaky old tub, was chartered at 
San Francisco. Debts and a foot- 
wound suffered in a duel de- 
layed Walker, but the brig got 
under sail after midnight on 
May .4, 1855. 

Nicaragua’s gray-eyed Man of 
Destiny and his 58 Immortals 
got a hearty welcome from Cas- 
tellon when they arrived in 
northwestern Nicaragua. The 
newcomers became a separate 
corps—La Falange Americana, or 
American phalanx—and Walker 
soon had them operating under 
their own steam. 

From the first, Walker did not 
get along with Castellon’s mili- 
tary aide, Gen. Munoz, whom he 
suspected of jealous treachery. 
He took the campaign in his 
own hands, striking south to get 
astride the route of Vanderbilt's 
Accessory Transit Co. 

Castellon’s barefoot native 
troops melted away when they 
smelled powder in the first en- 
gagement, leaving 55 ‘booted 
Yankees to cope with 500 of the 
Legitimist army. The phalanx 
gave an excellent account of it- 
self. From then on, Walker’s 
fortunes fluctuated violently.

HIS was accomplished, but 
T Vanderbilt, no mean operator 

himself, finally won the fi- 
nancial battle in New York and 
Walker’s supplies dwindled to 
nothing. The financier maneu- 
vered implacably to bring him 
down, and did so. 

When Walker's stock was high 
and his fame mounting, there 
was open recruiting for his 
force in New York, New Orleans 
and San Francisco. But in 1856 
the Governments of Guatemala, 
Honduras and San Salvador, 
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He udrred with neighboring, ies 
and twisted the tail of the British lion. 
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Children like 
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egged on by Vanderbilt, joined 
in alliance against the American 
intruder. The filibusters capitu- 
lated after extensive butchery, 
but Walker obtained safe con- 
duct for his force. He himself 
got a hero’s reception in New 
Orleans. 

Defying federal authority and 
playing cat-and-mouse with the 
United States Navy, Walker or- 
ganized several other expeditions 
with strong support below the 
Mason-Dixon line. Rumors of 
his coming inevitably put Cen- 
tral American rulers in turmoil. 

Great Britain long had re- 
garded Walker’s activities with 
unfriendly eye. This was un- 
handy when in 1860 he returned 
to take the Honduran fortress 
of Truxillo. The venture took 
an evil turn and Walker was 
induced to surrender to Com- 
mander Salmon of H.M.S. Icarus, 
a British warship. Salmon 
promptly turned him over to 
Honduran authorities. 

An international figure at 35, 
Walker was led from his dun- 
geon a few days later and shot, 
thus proving, as has been proved 
many times since, that revolu- 
tion may pay—but usually not 
for long.

West opened the diamond 
king, and declarer held up the 
ace. West continued with the 
queen of diamonds; South won 
and sent the trump queen 
through West, who elected to 
duck. Another trump to the ace 
cleaned up that situation, and 
declarer then tried to do some- 
thing about the spade suit, lead- 
ing ace and small. South’s ruff 
of the second spade, however, 
failed to drop an honor from 
West, and in view of the bid- 
ding it was now clear that East 
had the rest of the suit well in 
hand. 


Since South would obviously 
have to ruff two diamonds and 
one club in dummy, and since 
that hand was reduced to only 
two trumps, prospects seemed 
dark, but after due study South 
saw the chance for one of the 
rarest plays in bridge. 


He ruffed a diamond, ruffed 
another spade, then led his last 
diamond. ,He did not, however, 
ruff this trick in dummy — he 
presented West with the trick, 
discarding a club from the table. 
West did the best he could—he 
persisted with his fifth diamond 
rather than break the club suit 
for South, but he was made a 
present of this trick also, with 
dummy and South both discard- 
ing clubs. 

West now had three tricks in 
front of him, but he had reached 
the end of the road. He was in 
fact, in a most peculiar and ex- 
asperating position — with the 
A-Q-J of clubs back of South's 
king, he had to set up South’s 
club king while taking no trick 
in the suit, himself!

This was the autumn con- 
vocation and I was to make a 
short speech. Mr. Beruch was 
given a scroll of appreciation 
which also embodied a reso- 
lution inviting him to be a 
speaker at City College at any 
time, which is a broad invita- 
tion. He thanked them and 
was really pleased, I think, by 
their recognition, But what I 
liked particularly was that he 
addressed them as “fellow 
students” and this delighted 
his youthful audience.

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Mixed Fruit Crutaey::

A tities requests “the defi- 


nition of Chutney and, of 

course, the recipe for it.” 
The dictionary tells us that 
Chutney is “a warm or spicy 
pickle or condiment.” “Warm” 
is hardly the word for real 
Indian chutney, which is hot 
with spices. 

Most of us prefer a more 
mildly flavored pickle, and we 
generally use a combination of 
fruits with celery, onions, some- 
times green peppers, and apples 
in the absence of the mango 
called for in Oriental recipes. 
Pears and peaches may be used, 
and tomatoes may serve as either 
fruit or vegetable. 

Vinegar, sugar and spices 
(either a mixture of your own 
choice, or ready-mixed pickling 
spice) are the remaining ingredi- 
ents. If you are fussy about the 


color of the finished product, the 
spices should be tied in a bag 
and removed before you pour 


the chutney into hot jars and | two 


seal them. 

The yield of any mixed pickle 
or relish recipe can only be 
approximate; it depends to some 
extent upon the juiciness of the 
fruit. By the way, if you 
raisins in this fruit pickle, add 
them after the mixture has 
thickened. Cooking should then 
continue for 10 minutes more. 

MIXED FRUIT CHUTNEY 

(Tomato Fruit Pickle) 

Ingredients: 10 large ripe to- 
matoes, two pears, two apples, 
two large ripe peaches, one large 
onion, three tablespoons mixed 
pickling spices, two-thirds cup 
vinegar, one and one-third cups 
sugar, two teaspoons salt. 

Peel tomatoes, fruits and 
onion. Chop or cut into small 


pieces. Tie spices loosely ‘in 
secloth bag. Combine all = 


gredients in large saucepan and/| bag. Add 


simmer until thick, about one- 
one-half hours. Stir occasionally. 
Remove spice bag. Pour into 
sterilized jars and seal imme- 
diately.
